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LIVESTOCK  AND  MEAT  SITUATION 


After  jumping  over  $10  per  100 
pounds  between  mid-March  and  mid- 
April,  fed  cattle  prices  leveled  in 
the  $43-$45  range  in  early  May.  How- 
ever, renewed  strength  in  fed  cattle 
prices  seems  likely  over  the  next  3-4 
months  barring  forced  marketings  due 
to  drought. 
Placements  Dip 

The  April  1  cattle  on  feed 
inventory  in  23  States  totaled  10.9 
million  head,  somewhat  short  of  earli- 
er expectations.  Although  inventories 
were  28  percent  more  than  a  year 
earlier,  first  quarter  placements  were 
lower  and  fed  marketings  higher  than 
previous  estimates.  The  April  1 
inventory  on  feed  was  12  percent  below 
1974  levels.  Judging  from  the 
distribution  of  cattle  on  feed  by 
weight  groups,  modest  seasonal 
declines  in  fed  beef  supplies  are  in 
prospect  through  the  summer.

Placements  of  cattle  on  feed 
during  January-March  were  up  14 
percent     from    depressed  year-earlier 


levels,  with  all  the  increase  in 
January  and  February.  March  place- 
ments fell  9  percent  below  a  year  ear- 
lier as  losses  to  cattle  feeders 
mounted.  The  dip  in  March  placements 
was  the  first  year-to-year  decline 
since  July  1975.  Apparently  the  low 
fed  cattle  prices  had  a  greater  affect 
on  smaller-scale  feeders  as  placements 
in  Iowa  during  March  fell  over  30 
percent  from  February  and  year-earlier 
levels. 

Cattle  feeders  have  indicated 
plans  to  market  6  million  fed  cattle 
during  April- June,  about  18  percent 
more  than  a  year  ago  but  6  percent 
fewer  than  the  first  quarter  and  below 
1974  spring  levels.  There  were  35 
percent  more  steers  and  heifers  on 
feed  in  the  heavier  weight  groups, 
suggesting  feeders  could  meet  or 
slightly  exceed  these  intentions. 

Total  cattle  slaughter  began  to 
slip  lower  in  April  and  during  the 
last  2  weeks  of  the  month  dropped 
below  year-earlier  levels.  Reduced 
fed  marketings,  along  with  generally 
favorable  spring  grazing  conditions 
which  lessened  pressure  to  sell  cows, 
have  contributed  to  the  decline.  Cow 
slaughter  in  early  April  dropped  to 
about  150,000  head  per  week,  only  half 
the  level  of  last  November  and  Decem- 
ber and  about  the  same  as  a  year 
earlier.  Most  cattle  feeders  kept 
rather  current  on  marketings  through 
April  following  the  bulge  in  fed  beef 
supplies  in  March.  Also,  relatively 
more  heifers  in  the  fed  beef  supply 
may  be  helping  to  lower  average 
slaughter  weights  somewhat. 

Although  fed  cattle  prices  rose 
nearly  30  percent  between  mid-March 
and  the  end  of  April,  wholesale  and 
retail  price  advances  have  been  more 
modest.  Retailers  are  apparently  re- 
luctant to  raise  consumer  prices  on 
the  heels  of  recent  beef  promotion 
campaigns.  However,  considering  the 
expected  seasonal  declines  in  beef 
production,  higher  retail  prices  are 
in  prospect  through  much  of     the  sum- 
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mer.       Retail    Choice  beef  prices  rose 
from  $1.33  per  pound  in  early  April  to 
$1.43     in    early    May    reflecting  in- 
creases in  farm  and  wholesale  prices. 
Grain  Stocks 

Livestock  feed  grain  use  has  risen 
substanially  in  the  past  few  months, 
but  feed  grain  supplies  remain 
adequate  to  support  a  high  level  of 
livestock  feeding.  Although  domestic 
feed  use  of  com  during  January-March 
was  up  about  a  fifth  from  depressed 
year-earlier  levels,  April  1  corn 
stocks  totaled  2.8  million  bushels — 27 
percent  more  than  a  year  earlier  and 
only  slightly  below  1974  stocks. 
April  1  stocks  of  the  four  feed  grains 
(com,  oats,  sorghum,  and  barley) 
totaled  86.4  million  metric  tons,  a 
fourth  over  April  1,  1975  but  8  per- 
cent below  1974. 

Weather  conditions  will  play  a  key 
role  in  feed  grain  markets  over  the 
next  few  months.  Corn  prices  have 
been  relatively  stable  at  around  $2.70 
per  bushel,  Chicago  basis,  since 
January.  The  expected  high  level  of 
feed  grain  use  likely  will  keep  prices 
up  until  there  are  further  develop- 
ments in  this  year's  crops.  On  April 
1,  farmers  indicated  plans  to  plant  83 
million  acres  of  corn  this  spring,  6 
percent  more  than  last  year  and  the 
most  since  the  late  1940 's.  Spring 
planting  in  the  Corn  Belt  is  well 
ahead  of  normal  this  year  and  moisture 
conditions  appear  to  be  adequate. 
Under  favorable  weather  conditions 
USDA  projects  a  corn  crop  of  6.0  to 
6.7  billion  bushels,  5  to  17  percent 
more  than  the  1975  crop.  A  crop  of 
this  size  would  place  downward 
pressure  on  feed  grain  prices  by  mid- 
summer and  fall.  Improved  live- 
stock/feed grain  price  relationships 
could  then  lead  to  further  Increases 
in  placements  of  cattle  on  feed, 
especially  during  the  fall  quarter, 
and  a  sizable  increase  in  the  spring 
1977  pig  crop.

Cash  receipts  from  meat  animal 
marketings  rose  slightly  in  1975. 
Lower  receipts  from  cattle  and  calf 
marketings  were  fully  offset  by  in- 
creased receipts  from  marketings  of 
hogs  and  sheep.  Cash  receipts  from 
marketings  totaled  $25.7  billion  in 
1975,  the  second  highest  on  record  and 
up  2  percent  from  1974.  Receipts  from 
cattle  and  calves  accounted  for  68 
percent  of  total  livestock  receipts 
last  year,  while  hogs  contributed 
nearly  31  percent  and  sheep  just  over 
1  percent.
